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Fire Consumes SUV in Rochester 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Approximately 4:00 pm on Saturday, January 
7 - a 2000 Ford Explorer burst into flames on Braley Hill 
Road in North Rochester just north of the Acushnet line. 
Rochester Police and Fire Department officials rushed to 
the scene, and shut off traffic in both directions. 

The occupant, an unidentified Acushnet man and 
his young daughter, had pulled over when an oncoming 
pick-up truck alerted the vehicle that flames had erupted 
from a leak under the vehicle, according to bystanders. 
They pulled over and exited the vehicle and called 911. 

"The 2000 Ford Explorer quickly became fully 
engulfed in flames and was a total loss," said Rochester 
Police Chief Paul Magee. No one was injured. 

The young girl was wrapped in a quilt blanket 
and comforted by neighbors as fire officials put out the 
blaze. 

'Tt didn't take long for [the Fire Department] to 
come," said bystander Tony Sousa. "It blew up a couple of 
times when we were here." 

"It is your lucky day, you are out of the car. You 
got to see firemen, but you need not be scared, it is okay. 
It's all better," said an officer to the little girl once the 
flames were extinguished. 

"The cause of the fire is unknown at this time," 
added Chief Magee.

quality literature and to choose their favorite from a list 
of ten nominated titles/' said Jessica Noblet, the Secretary 
of the Friends of the Mattapoisett Library and initiator of 
the Quahog Book Award.

Rochester Self Defense Class Empowers 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

All it takes is an instant for an attacker to strike - 
and a life to be changed. 

However, the Rochester Police Department's 
popular self-defense program is teaching women just how 
to respond during those unexpected moments, turning 
potential victims into empowered defenders. 

Running in its seventh year, the police 
department's classes - which teach safety awareness 
and self-defense skills at no cost to women 14 and up - 
continue to fill up and attract immense interest in the Tri- 
Town and beyond. 

Specifically, classes of about 15 to 20 women learn 
the Rape Aggression Defense (RAD) System, inclusive 
of realistic, self-defense tactics and techniques. The 
comprehensive course - which consists of four three- 
hour long classes at the Old Colony campus - imparts 
information on awareness, prevention, risk reduction and 
avoidance, while progressing on to the basics of hands-on 
defense training. 

"Attendance has been really good, especially for 
a town as small as this one,'' said Police Officer Robert 
Small - the RAD-certified instructor who has been 
teaching the course since its inception. With a waiting 
list of 20 for the next round of classes, the department is 
planning to schedule more soon. 

"It's a really good opportunity for women to get

to utilize forms of self defense/' said Officer Small, who 
co-teaches the course with RAD-certified officer Elizabeth 
Rich. 

Rochester resident Julie Bangs, who participated 
in the last round of courses, said she came away 
enlightened in how to protect and defend herself. 

"I didn't really know what to expect,'' she said, 
talking about some of the course basics - including how 
to behave in different circumstances like when a stranger 
is at the door or in a parking lot. 

"You learn practical things most people don't 
think about," she said. 

The exercises of practicing self defense, including 
how to throw and block punches and different situational 
tactics, left a strong impact on her. Participants fight 
against the perpetrator - played by a police officer 
dressed in a special "aggressor suit" - in a simulated 
attack. 

"It was very, very scary. Your adrenaline gets 
going. I can't even imagine an actual event, the fake event 
was scary enough," Ms. Bangs said. "You learn how to hit 
someone with your most powerful punch." 

The opportunity to practice these skills is one of 
the key functions of the course. Officer Small said. 

"It's a good change to utilize these tactics in 
a controlled environment. People don't usually have 
the opportunity to use these skills," he said. When a 
participant is put into a simulated attack, she is not 
informed of the scenario that plays out. 

"Surprise is part of the process," Officer Small 

said. 

Ms. Bangs said she was indeed "surprised" how 
she reacted to the fake attack, and especially by comments 
from fellow participants about her toughness and 
strength. 

"A lot of women didn't realize what they could 
do, the power they had when they needed it," she said. 

Officer Small echoed these thoughts. "These 
women have more ability than they realize," he said. 

Although attacks may be uncommon in smaller 
towns, they do happen, he said. 

"Every town has them, but they usually don't get

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publicized unless it is extraordinary/' Officer Small said. 
"Everyone is at a certain risk/' 

"Fve heard from women who have felt better 
about situations they've been in. We've had tons of 
positive feedback. . .

Solar panels, affordable housing for seniors 
and roadwork all are on the mind of Mattapoisett Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne as he looks into the year 
2012. 

"Fm looking at advancing photovoltaic projects 
to produce revenue to help with the increase in SEMASS 
fees/' Mr. Gagne said. Also, town buildings are in need of 
repairs. ''The Town Hall needs a lot of work. This is one 
priority that we'll have to address," he said. 

Capital improvements for the harbor through 
Harbormaster office also are the Town Administrator's 
radar. "We are looking at a complete electrical service 
update, and need replacement timber, piling and 
rehabilitation work," he said. The estimated cost of such a 
project is still being investigated, he said. 

A project also important to Mr. Gagne is adding 
to the stock of available affordable housing for seniors in 
Mattapoisett. 

"I hear from quite a few Mattapoisett seniors who 
can't get affordable housing, and end up in subsidized 
housing in New Bedford. We need to find a way to keep 
them here," he said. His office is at "ground zero" on the 
effort, thus at the stage of undertaking a "full analysis" of 
potential sites before moving forward. 

"We're going to do site evaluations and look at 
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locations' approximation to services/' he said. 

In addition, the Town Administrator plans to 
work with Highway Surveyor Barry Denham to fix a list 
of roads in need of repair. 

"We have a list of the top ten areas that need 
roadwork - from paving, sidewalk work, curb resetting 
- scattered throughout the town," he said. Currently the 
town is pursuing grant monies in addition to Chapter 90 
funds to "get as much work done as we can," he said. 

Mr. Gagne said although it is not an immediate 
priority, the town is working with local businesses to hear 
their thoughts and ideas on Route 6. He said one meeting 
has been conducted so far, and now the focus is looking 
how to rehab Route 6 in the future, so if the state is

prepared to fix up the road, the town is ready to respond 
with its ideas. 

One initiative that Mr. Gagne said likely will be 
abandoned is Southeastern Regional Transit Authority's 
Seaside Shuttle that transports passengers from 
Mattapoisett to Fairhaven and Acushnet. The shuttle was 
launched as a pilot program in the fall of 2010. 

"Unfortunately, in these tight times, that will 
not be funded. It just does not have the ridership. It just 
doesn't seem to catch on, unfortunately," he said. 

"\ see it going by empty a lot of times. Maybe 
it's one of those things that is not going to work in that 
fashion," he said. 

Rochester Awaits ORR Reimbursement 

Rochester Board oj Selectmen 
By Anne Kakley 

At their January 9, 2012 meeting, the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen learned that the Old Rochester 
Regional School District had a balance of over $1 million 
in their "E and D" (excess and deficiency) account. 

The E and D account represents the difference 
in the regional school's revenues and expenses. With a 
current annual budget of about $15 million, ORR can 
only retain 5 percent of the E and D balance, and then it 
must return the difference to the contributing towns, said 
Rochester Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. 

With the E and D total being about $168,000 over 
the 5 percent threshold, the Town of Rochester is likely 
owed about $56,000, Mr. LaCamera said. 

Last year's E and D balance was $1.2 million, Mr. 
LaCamera told the Board. 

"\ will be requesting of the superintendent 
copies of the balances," said Mr. LaCamera. "I'd like to 
understand why there is a significant amount of money 
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again. . . This has an effect on 2013's budget as well/' 
'It's a little disturbing when we have... tight 
fiscal years/' said Selectman Naida Parker. 

Also on the topic of Old Rochester Regional 
services, Mr. LaCamera informed the Board that Town 
Treasurer Cindy Mello had discovered a mistake in the 
town's contributions to the Plymouth County Retirement 
Association (PCRA). Rochester had been overcharged 
in the contributions for five Old Rochester clerical 
employees, said Mr. LaCamera. Because the employees 
were from Old Rochester, the Town of Rochester was 
only responsible for 35 percent of their contributions to 
the PCRA, but they had contributed the full amount of 
$204,000 over the course of several years.

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and 
frequently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how can 
I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a hall of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along, but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause for 
Paws in Mattapoisett, A Helping Paw in Buzzards Bay, South Coast Hu- 
mane Society in Dartmouth and Petfinder.com have many kitten available 
for adoption at this time of year.

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"Based upon the calculations... we are 
responsible for 35 percent [of that total]/' said Mr. 
LaCamera, who said that the town would be rectifying the 
problem and would seek reimbursement. 

"I applaud Cindy for catching this/' said 
Selectman Bradford Morse. 

On the topic of Fiscal Year 2013's budget, Mr. 
LaCamera said that the current forecast shows "no 
increases in staff, no increase in costs and services... 
pretty much a level funded budget." After Governor 
Deval Patrick announces details on the state budget at a 
conference on January 20, municipalities will have a better 
idea of what their budgets will be. 

"I can tell you that this year is going to be the 
most challenging year the town has experienced," Mr. 
LaCamera said. He said that the town would try to 
maintain services and keep all its employees, as well as a 
two percent cost of living pay increase, but no promises 
could be made with the projected level-funded budget. 

After reviewing a list of 2011 town 
accomplishments - which included the conclusion of 
RMS' construction, the finalization of an Affordable 
Housing Plan and the establishment of a Water 
Commission - the Board tackled the topic of Town Hall 
needs. 

Mr. LaCamera suggested that the Board could 
form an exploratory committee to consider the possibility 
of building a new Town Hall on town-owned land on 
Dexter Lane near the Council on Aging and the Police 
Station. 

The town currently leases the Rochester Women's 
Clubhouse on Marion Road as an annex building for the 
Town Hall, but a larger building would eliminate the need 
for the lease, Mr. LaCamera said, and the annual $32,000 
expenditure could be weighed in funding considerations. 

"I don't think we'll ask the tax payers to raise 
their taxes at this point, so we need to look at multiple 
options," said Mr. LaCamera. 

"Because an override would not fly," agreed 
Selectman Parker. 

The Board voted to form a five-person committee 
to explore the cost and needs associated with building a

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new Town Hall at the Dexter Lane property. 
Also at the meeting, the Board:

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The Board did note, however, that Mr. Reid was 
not to blame for the mistakes that led to the erroneous 
appointment. Mr. Reid said that he had submitted a letter 
of interest to the Selectmen in 2008. 

"It's not his fault this wasn't followed through 
properly,'' said Selectman Jordan Collyer. "Having a 
person serve without being appointed is a significant 
problem to the town and a fairly substantial risk if that 
person should vote on something controversial." 

"We have been elected by the people of 
Mattapoisett," said Select Board Chairman Paul Silva. "I 
feel we should be involved in the interview process." 

"Two prospects did apply via the proper 
channels," said Selectman Tyler Macallister. "In all 
fairness, all four should have the opportunity to present 
before the BOS." Later in the meeting. Selectman 
Macallister noted that Mr. Reid's time on the MAB and 
knowledge of Marine-related issues gave him a "leg-up" 
and made him a strong candidate, but that the Board 
should still interview all four candidates in the interest of 
being fair. 

The MAB is a nine-member, three alternate board 
that serves as advisors to the Board of Selectmen in 
waterway issues. Chairman Silva said that, although not 
all current members of the MAB had been interviewed by 
Selectmen, it's a practice that the Board should adopt to 
ensure that the MAB consists of members with a diverse 
views on water use.

In an appointment with Public Health Nurse 
Amanda Stone, the Board read a letter of recognition 
from Kitty Mahoney President of the Massachusetts 
Association of Public Health Nurses, lauding Ms. Stone's 
work and ''high level participation in health nursing 
conferences."

Grant Could Fund Technology Director 

Mattapoisett School Committee

A grant application to the Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Education could possibly 
secure funds up to $500,000 for the purpose of finding 
new and efficient ways to deliver core local services, 
including a technology director's position, said 
Superintendent Doug White at the Mattapoisett School 
Committee meeting held at Center School on January 9. 

The funding of a new position for a technology 
director topped the wish list in a discussion of the fiscal 
year school budget for 2013, which is now gearing up. 
All the school committees in the district voted to move 
forward in including the salary in the upcoming FY2013 
budget. 
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In discussing the grant, Mr. White said that 
ORR District qualifies to apply for the grant due to the 
percentage of local funding by the towns. Across the 
state, many school districts have an average funding of 
82 percent of their budget coming from local town funds, 
while the ORR District is funded 90 percent by the towns. 

The deadline for the grant is January 17 and the 
announcement of grant recipients will be in late February. 
If awarded the grant, the area of focus will be to develop 
and implement and coordinate technology services 
including infrastructure, communications, curriculum 
and data analysis to all schools in the district. Currently, 
each school handles its own technology needs, which 
aren't coordinated with any of the other schools or the 
central office. Mr. White said that if grant monies are 
awarded, they could be used immediately to start the 
process of coordinating technology services. 

Chairman Grace Knox asked each of the 
principals to prepare a list of weighted priorities for the 
school board to use during budget crunch time. 

Superintendent Doug White said that he had 
recently met with town managers and they wanted to 
look at two scenarios: a level services budget (same 
services as FY 2012) and a level funded budget (same 
dollars as FY 2012). 

''The towns want to see both budgets and would 
like to continue with level service, if fiscally possible," 
said Mr. White. In the discussion, it was noted that 
the towns fund approximately 90 percent of the school 
budget, while the state funds the difference through 
Chapter 70 monies. 

In her Principal's Report, Ms. Bowman reported 
that all students in grade three participated in an English 
Language Arts /Reading assessment on January 5, 
2012, using an assessment tool, known as Galileo. The 
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assessment will help identify students' weakness and 
proficiencies in performance levels prior to the Spring 
2012 MCAS assessment. A Math assessment will be given 
to all grade three students on March 13, 2012. 

Curriculum Director Elise Frangos discussed the 
two upcoming professional development days on January 
13 and January 27. A chart was presented showing all the 
offerings for teachers, most revolving around the MCAS 
common core standards and goals in English language 
arts and mathematics. 

Ms. Frangos also discussed the new supervisory 
and evaluation plan that the Board of Education and the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association put into place for use 
in September of 2012. The evaluation tool places teacher

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assessments in categories, with those in the unsatisfactory 
or needs improvement given a specific amount of time to 
improve. The complex plan includes student assessment 
of teachers and ties MCAS scores directly to teacher 
evaluations. 

Chairwoman Grace Knox asked about children 
who were looking for napkins and spoons which were 
recently put in a place where only cafeteria staff could 
access them. 'T wasn't sure what this was all about/' 
said Ms. Knox. Ms. Meagher said that both students 
and faculty, who were not purchasing lunch were using 
salad dressings, condiments, napkins and utensils and 
she moved these items to a more secure place to reduce 
unnecessary expenses. Ms. Knox recommended that 
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napkins and utensils be available to students who bring 
their lunch. 

In other news: 

• The first annual adult spelling bee will be held 
on March 9 at ORRHS. Rosemary Bowman, principal of 
Center School is coordinating the effort. She hopes that 25 
teams, paying $50 per team, hopefully sponsored by local 
businesses and groups will participate. 

• A Health Night, to be held in March, will 
bring together children and families to learn more about 
nutrition and other healthy lifestyle activities. A date for 
this event will be announced soon. 

• Old Hammondtown School began the after 
school foreign language classes on January 9. Latin 
and Spanish classes will be taught to 4, 5 and 6 graders 
by high school students. The sessions will run for four 
weeks. 

• Principal Matt D' Andrea said that he received a 
thank you note from St. Vincent DePaul Society thanking 
the students for their donation of 600 can goods and a 
$160 check, which was the profit from the student/ teacher 
basketball game. 

Holly Woods Culvert Repair Approved 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Following the urging of Holly Woods Road 
neighbors and Mattapoisett Fire Chief Andrew Murray, 
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the Conservation Commission approved an RDA with 
a negative determination at its January 9 to repair a 
collapsed culvert. Applicant Joseph Szaro of 38 Holly 
Woods Road had requested the removal and replacement 
of the old culvert, which some residents consider a safety 
hazard to vehicles. 

The original hearing on the culvert - which is 
located in the Holly Woods area - took place last month 
and was postponed as the Commission felt it contained 
insufficient details on the proposed work. 

Mr. Szaro, present at the meeting, presented the 
full scope of the operation for the replacement of the two 
36-inch and 12-feet wide pipes - from erosion controls 
(silt fence and hay bales), the type of base (6-inch crushed 
stone) to the seeding and loaming plan. 

"We definitely are getting a lot more than what 
we got at the original hearing,'' said Conservation 
Commissioner Bob Rogers on the submission. 

Two neighbors at the meeting encouraged the 
commission to clear the way for the work to begin. "We 
have a repair issue here. Fd like to get it done, not only 
for safety reasons, but for expenses. . . The expediting of 
the project is very much appreciated," said resident Bill 
Fredericks. 

Likewise, in written comments to the board 
presented through Building Inspector Andy Bobola, Fire 
Chief Andrew Murray cited safety issues to emergency 
vehicles presented by the culvert and asked for the 
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commission to expedite its repair. 

The commission - except for Chairman Peter 
Newton who recused himself as he is a neighbor of the 
applicant - approved the request unanimously. 

In other business: 

• The commission unanimously approved an 
RDA with a negative determination for an enlarged 
bedroom and bathroom for handicap accessibility at 27 
Silver shell Ave. 

• The commission requested that Mr. Bobola 
investigate the possibility of it purchasing a two-acre, 
18,000 square-foot unbuildable lot on the north side of 
Cove St. for possible future use as a parking area to access 
Angelica Point. 

Principal Ryan Announces Retirement 

Rochester School Committee

After a 14-year tenure as principal of Rochester 
Memorial School, Jay Ryan informed the school 
committee at its January 5 meeting his intention to retire 
in October. 

'These have been the happiest 14 years of my life 
in education. I had very mixed emotions when I made 
the decision,'' Mr. Ryan said, commenting that he is ready 
to immerse himself into his other passion: the arts. 'T am 
thankful for the support Fve had over the years." 

Superintendent Doug White thanked Mr. Ryan 
for his service, and his thoughtfulness of informing 
the committee in advance so it has time to assemble a 
search committee and locate a replacement. He said the 
months of February and March are the ideal times to hire 
principals. "We need to think about what our process is 
going to be," he said. 

To jumpstart the process, the committee decided 
it would hold a public meeting sometime next week 
to determine next steps, in particular job advertising 
strategies. "This is an important hire. It is one that need 
to be thought out well," the superintendent said, saying 
that although it is his job to hire principals, heTl rely 
heavily on input from the committee and the Rochester 
community. 
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Mr. Ryan's announcement also will help the 
school plan for next year's budget, the superintendent 
said. 

The budget subcommittee currently is reviewing 
next year's challenges - which include absorbing higher 
utility costs related to the building addition and spikes in 
special education expenditures. 

In a preliminary discussion, budget subcommittee 
member Tina Rood said that an increase of $417,000 in 
the budget next year is necessary to maintain services. 
"But even with this increase, we would not be replacing 
a teacher retiring this year. And in the last two years, we 
have not replaced two other retiring teachers and the 
Assistant Principal," she said. 

Ms. Rood said challenges loom because the town 
has asked for a level funded budget, meaning one with no 
increases at all. "It will be a struggle," she said. 

The budget also includes tuition costs for high 
schoolers in the town who opt to attend Bristol Aggie. She 
said any new tuition reduces the regular day budget. "It 
does have an impact on the budget," she said. 

Moreover, the federal ARRA dollars will not be 
available this year, as it was in the past two years. 

"It's going to be a team effort to get the budget in 
a place that supports our students," she said. 

Helping to reduce utility costs at RMS will 
be district facilities manager Steve Murphy, the 
superintendent said. 

Mr. White said that with the RMS school and 
expansion project complete - Mr. Murphy will now 
oversee facilities at that school. When district facilities 
manager Steve Shiraka passed away in 2010, the town of 
Rochester's head of facilities Mike Meunier took over the 
project and saw it through its completion. The town had 
requested that the school now oversee the building so Mr. 
Meunier can focus on town projects. 

"That building is absolutely fantastic," Mr. 
Murphy said in his remarks to the committee. He outlined 
several of his energy saving endeavors- including 
scheduling energy use at the school so it is only used 
as needed. He said he would carefully monitor oil, gas 
electricity, and water through a direct digital control 
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system - which he can control from a remote location. 
In other business: 

• Although RMS food services brought in a 
$2,744 profit for December, Food Service Director Caitlyn 
Meagher said that the program still needs to increase 
participation to come in with a positive balance at the end 
of the year. 

• The committee approved a two-year renewal 
contract with Braga Transportation, which offered to 
maintain its fiscal year 2011 rates through fiscal year 2014. 
District Business Administrator said the deal will save the 
district $92,000. 

• The Early Childhood Fair is scheduled for 
January 21 from 10:00 am to 1:00 pm at Sippican School. 
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Committee Addresses Sippican Dress Code 

Marion School Committee

A two-year bus contract for the fiscal years of 
2013 and 2014 for the district was approved by the Marion 
School Committee at their meeting on Wednesday night, 
January 4. 

The Braga Bus Company offered the 2011 rate for 
the fiscal years of 2013 and 2014, which will cost $377,215 
per year for the district, but will save $59,918 over the next 
two years. The contract cost does not include bussing costs 
of special education students or late busses leaving the 
junior and senior high school. 

''We're very pleased with the service they've 
provided over the past few years," said Superintendent 
Doug White. "We work with them and the Department of 
Public Works in the towns to determine road conditions 
and the safety of our students, especially in winter weather 
and they have been attentive to any concerns we've had." 

The contract cost does not include a "fuel 
escalation" clause which was described as "plus or minus 5 
percent of the cost of diesel fuel in 2009 when the contract 
bid was accepted," according to Katie Isernio, School 
District Business Administrator. "It (fuel surcharge) has run 
us approximately $4,000 per year so far," said Ms. Isernio. 

Mr. White presented his report and said that fiscal 
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year budget 2013 presents a challenge, with the expiration 
of federal and state funds, which were used to offset a 
decrease in local revenue. ''Over the next several months, 
finance subcommittees from all four school committees 
will be meeting regularly with administration to create the 
proposed FY 13 budget'', said Mr. White. 

Another item discussed was a grant application to 
the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
that could possibly secure funds up to $500,000 for 
the purpose of finding new and more efficient ways to 
deliver core local services which could include delivering 
technology services. The district agreed to push for 
inclusion of a position for a technology director in the FY 
2013 budget to coordinate all the schools in the district. 
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After the technology subcommittee presents their report 
in February, describing the importance of technology 
direction for the district, the grant application can proceed. 

Elise Frangos, Director of Curriculum presented 
the January 13 Professional Development workshops 
available to teachers. There will be no school for students 
on that day. All the teachers from all the district schools 
will attend, with many of the sessions touching on the 
"common core curriculum" found both in and outside of 
the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System 
(MCAS). 

Another professional development day is planned 
for January 27 and there will be no school for students on 
that day. 

Lyn Rivet, Principal of Sippican School said the 
Sippican School Council discussed the School Council's 
discussion of a dress code and a survey was done. Of the 
368 families at Sippican School, 227 responded, with 21 
percent voting yes for a strict dress code and 79 percent 
voting no. 

Committee member Michelle Ouellette asked 
about the wording of the survey question which used the 
words "strict dress code" and also said that in looking at 
the time stamps recording the votes, some only seconds or 
minutes apart, it appeared that some people had replied 
numerous times to the question. "I think it's still open to 
debate," said Ms. Ouellette. 

"We asked the School Council to gather 
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information on the topic, whether it's valid or invalid or 
if it was a negative or positively worded question. . . they 
did their job/' said Chairman Brad Gordon. Mr. Gordon 
said that the School Council agreed that the current code 
could be 'tightened up' and that topic will be listed on the 
agenda for their next meeting. 

Ms. Rivet said that the teacher training module 
for the grade tracking software program. Power Grade, 
has been purchased for $2500. Sixth grade teachers will 
begin working with the tool and transfer current grades 
over to the system. The system allows students and 
parents to view the grade standards and how a students 
progress stacks up tot he standards. 

Facilities Manager, Steven Murphy said that the 
district had locked in a 6 cent rate for electricity for the 
FY 2013. The current rate ranges from 6 and a half to 8 
cents, saving approximately $1000 per month for Sippican 
School. Mr. Murphy said that a flat gas rate has been 
negotiated and with a lower average daily temperature, 
he is projecting a 7 percent decrease in gas costs for FY 
2013.

Book Review 

On Ethics and Religion 

Beyond Religion: Ethics for the 
Whole World 

Book by: The 14th Dalai Lama

With the New Year 
behind us, resolutions may be at 
the forefront of our minds. We, 
as humans, love any excuse to 
reinvent ourselves - and what 
better way to spice up post- 
holiday ennui than some new ambitions and goals? 

Violence, poverty, environmental degradation, 
stress. Many of the realities we face, although not new to 
civilizations - seem to be reaching a boiling point. The 
urge to live better and more ethically is one resolution 
that may find us in this complicated world. 

Published last month, Dalai Lama's latest book 
Beyond Religion: Ethics for the Whole World seeks an 
approach to ethics "which makes no recourse to religion 
and can be equally accessible to those with faith and 
those without; a security ethics.'' 

Dalai Lama believes that the rise of 
multiculturalism and the decreasing central 
roles of religious institutions in societies across 
the world have created a crisis in ethics - namely 
that inner values are not taught and the lack 
of such may contribute to many of the world's 
problems. 

"Is it possible that our responsibilities 
are now growing too fast for our natural 
capacity for moral discernment to keep pace?" 
he asks. 

Dalai Lama said there needs to be an ethical 
framework and approach to the world for both 
nonbelievers and believers - and said this should be 
based on compassion, holistic thinking, and his view 
that "we need to view our best interests as the best 
interests of everyone." He talks about the importance of 
discernment, or rational thought, in responding to life's 
circumstances but also of living with values of modesty, 
restraint, service, and generosity. 

He also delves into ways to cultivate strong 
inner values by "educating the mind through training 
the heart", including how to deal with destructive 
emotions, be ethically mindful and meditate. He is 
upfront that his Tibetan Buddhist background has 
shaped his beliefs, and urges believers to look to their 
religious backgrounds with ethical guidance - but he 
stresses that nonbelievers too can develop a system of 
internal values so needed in our world. 

It is surprising that a religious leader is

speaking out on his belief, that strong moral ethics don't 
necessarily need religion to flourish. Looking in our Tri- 
Town backyard, two local reverends shared their views 
on religion and ethics. Bear in mind, both had not read 
Dalai Lama's new book and approached it merely as the 
question: Does an ethically moral world require religion? 

"Religion helps to define, and bring sense 
to ethics," said Rev. Christian Leo of the Rochester 
Congregational Church. He said everyone naturally has 
an ethics systems and "does what is right in their own 
eyes" but without religion a relativity of what is right 
and wrong can lead to misguided consequences. 

For instance, he said a tribe in Papua New 
Guinea's highest goal is treachery. "When missionaries 
first told the Gospel, Judas was the hero," he said. 

"What religion tries to do is define ethics by 
someone other than us [humans]," he said, citing the 
importance of the 10 Commandments and how eight of 
the ten deal with how humans treat humans. He said 
religion, which means to bind and obligate, provides 
ethics and rules of living - including the Christian 
tradition of mercy "that helps us to define who we are as 
a culture beyond ourselves," he said. 
Rev. Jeffrey Piper of the Marion Episcopal 
Church shared many of Rev. Christian's views, 
and said that the lack of a religious framework 
can lead to moral demise. 
"The intelligent, well educated and highly 
cultured 1930s and 1940s German were able to 
grossly hijack any moral philosophy to justify a 
horror show," he said, alluding to the holocaust. 
He also cited eugenics, or "selective breeding 
of the human race" which people believed 
in. "There was an intelligent, thoughtful basis of the 
grossest episodes of human history," he said. 

He said religion provides a starting point 
because it is a locus of absolute values. "Certainly there 
are humanistic codes of ethics that are both rational and 
consistent. It requires that we name something as an 
absolute good, or as an instrumental good. Whatever is 
named as ultimately important, in some sense, requires 
an act of faith," he said, but added, "but I do think you 
can certainly find considerable overlap between merely 
humanistic ethics and religiously derived ethics, I think 
you would expect to find considerable common ground 
among people who care about those things." 

Whether you agree with the Dalai Lama or two 
Tri-Town reverends or fall in between. Beyond Religion: 
Ethics for the Whole World, gives you a lot to think 
during this transitional time on what is means to have 
strong morals in a shrinking world in the 21st century. 
At 203 pages, it is easy to read and digest and worth, in 
the very least, pondering over.

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Bad Movie

The Devil Inside, Starring Fernanda Andrade and Suzan 
Crowley. Directed by William Blake Bell. Running time: 
87 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Contrary to what you might hope. The Devil Inside 
is not a biopic about INXS frontman Michael Hutch- 
ence, who died in 1997 under circumstances we shall not 
discuss. That wouldVe been a more interesting movie, 
and possibly even a scarier one, than the film by that 
title currently in theaters. Fll cut to the chase: Despite its 
opening- weekend gross of $34 million. The Devil Inside has 
already grown notorious for the widespread, quite vocal 
audience disappointment at its ending: booing, cries of 'T 
want my money back!'' My screening, I must report, was 
no different; one gentleman stood and delivered a two- 
word, unprintable capsule review — I was tempted to just 
go with that, but we do have a page to fill here — while 
a woman offered rather plaintively, ''Maybe if we wait, 
they'll show another movie?" No, ma'am, they won't. 

In 1989, we are told, a woman named Maria Rossi 
(Suzan Crowley) killed two priests and a nun (rivalling 
the psychotic Krug in Wes Craven's Last House on the Left, 
who'd killed two nuns and a 'priest) during an attempted 
exorcism at her house. An early news report we see, filed 
before the facts were in, characterizing this exorcism as 
"a church group" provides the one lonely bit of enter- 
tainment in the entire film. The Devil Inside is yet another 
mock-documentary found-footage horror movie, which 
means we spend a lot of time wondering why the cam- 
eraman doesn't just say — well, what the gentleman in 
my theater said — and run away. This intrepid, stupid 
cameraman tracks the journey of Isabella Rossi (Fernanda 
Andrade), the daughter of the woman with the triple 
murder rap. Maria is tucked away in a laughing academy 
in Rome, where, for fun, she carves crosses on her arms 
and generally behaves like every demon-possessed movie 
character of the last 39 years. 

Isabella's quest is to find out whether her mother 




is really possessed, and she enlists the help of two rogue 
priests who have sworn to perform unauthorized exor- 
cisms on afflicted people the Vatican turns its back on. 
They mostly fumble about, looking at this reading or 
that, while the victim more or less dances on the ceiling 
and stops just short of going out like Michael Hutchence 
did. They first visit a possessed young woman played 
by someone who, I gather, is an impressive contortion- 
ist. Some Latin clears her right up. Then they visit Maria, 
a tougher nut to crack; whatever 's in her may have the 
ability to jump to another body. We know this because the 
word "transference" works its way into at least a dozen 
conversations, up to and including "Should we have Chi- 
nese or Italian take-out?" 

Towards the miserable end, the itchy-footed 
demon hops from one person to another, and before the 
credits roll we are invited to visit www.therossifiles.com 
for more information on this developing case. This is how 
the world ends: not with a bang or a whimper but with a 
URL. "Be part of the ongoing investigation," the website 
tells us. Thank you, but no. I see a great many lame things 
on the site, but a proper ending to the film I and many 
millions paid to see is not among them.
